From the cartography section, where map-makers care- 


fully scrutinize information sources for world changes, to 
the processing rooms, where huge machines punch out 12- 


gore patterns for assembly, these requirements are rigidly 
followed. 


Two globe forms emerge in this process: a bas-relief 


model, where dimensional viewing of high-land areas is 
available, and a smooth-surface globe, where height is 
indicated by tonal color. With the successful photographing 
of the Moon's dark side, the firm now produces smooth- 
surface miniature moons. 


When World War II sent men to remote areas of the^orld, 


globe sales and interest increased. Time and Man's in- 
creased quest to know other lands brought people to globes 
to find new views of their world. Today the globes shown 
here educate and enhance those who stand on our large 
world and studythese small worlds with interest.

coming from McNamara," said 
Iowa GOP Chairman Robert D. 
Ray after the Pentagon attack 
Thursday on Romney. 


Romney, in Portland, Ore., 


told newsmen Thursday night 
he would be delighted to com- 
pare his record on Vietnam with 
McNamara's. 
"I 
think 
the 


American people are hungry for 
people to say what they think," 
he said. 


And in a speech to a Republi- 


can fund-raising dinner there, 
Romney described "the admin- 
istration credibility gap" as a 
"national embarrassment." 


McNamara's attack came as 


Romney, an unannounced candi- 
date for the Republican presi- 
dential nomination, faced criti- 
cism within his own party for 
asserting 
the 
administration 


brainwashed him in 1965 Into 
declaring U.S. Involvement in 
Vietnam was morally right. 


He now calls the involvement 


a tragic error. 


A top supporter of former 


Vice President Richard M. Nix- 
on— now rated Romney's chief

for the nomination in 


1968—called the assertion evi- 
dence of Romney weakness in 
dealing with issues. 


Former Oklahoma Gov. Hen- 


ry Bellmon said Thursday that 
would be very damaging in a 
presidential campaign. 


McNamara told a news con-

U.S. Patent Office has struggled 
for two decades just to keep its 
head above the mountain of 
paperwork 
generated 
by 
a 


growing army of inventors and 
gadget-makers. 


Now 
methods 
have 
been 


streamlined, automation is com- 
ing into use and for the first 
time in years officials say the 
backlog of pending applications 
has dropped below 200,000. 


A record 70,000 patents, the 


vast majority to Americans, 
were issued during the year 
which ended June 30, The figure 
is expected to go higher this 
year. 


The DiS dav in the ^tent Of- 
very fice is Tuesday, when the "Offl- 


cial Gazette," a weekly book al- 
most an inch thick and listing 
all new patents, is published by 
the office. 


The Gazette has been a Tues- 


day ritual since 1872. 


The newest issue contains pat- 


ents for the most technical ap- 
paratus—and for an automatic 
shoe shine machine with black 
and brown polish, a tie clip de- 
sign, a golf bag bottom and a 
surfboard cover designed, na- 
turally, by a Californian. 


In the first year of Patent Of- 


fice operation—1790— three pat» 
ents were issued. The current 
numbering system was adopted 
in 1836. A patent gives the in- 
ventor the right to exclude all 
others from making, using or 
selling his invention for 17 
years. 


During the last fiscal year 


89,000 patent applications were 
filed, down from the record 
93,000 of the previous year- 
before higher filing fees went 
into effect.
